Ontario Premier, Saying Ottawa Is Vacillating, 
Requests It to Move Special Force of Mounted 
From Toronto and Provincial Police Will Take 
All Responsibility of Keeping Order If Called to 
Oshawa Strike Area

Dominion Government was 
asked by Premier Mitchell 
Hepburn this afternoon to 
withdraw at once the de¬ 
tachment of R.C.M.P. sent 
here at his request to rein¬ 
force provincial police in 
case of disturbance at 
Oshawa.

Health Measure Passed By 
Legislature Made In¬ 
operative as Cabinet 
Decides to Ask Electors’ 
- Opinion; Commission Will 
Remain at Work Until 
Vote Taken 

Abide By Decision 

“Are you in favor of a 
comprehensive health in¬ 
surance plan progressively 
applied?" 

With this question In 
plebiscite form, the pro¬ 
vincial government, on 
June 1, will appeal to the 
electorate for an opinion on 
the most controversial sub¬ 
ject in provincial -matters 
during recent years. 

As he announced his elec¬ 
tion plans today Premier 
Pattullo stated the govern¬ 
ment's decision to take a 
vote. 

The government's proposal, if the 
voters agree, Is to start health in¬ 
surance "in a limited way. expanding 
It as circumstances and experience 
teaches," the Premier said. 

He implied that the present Health 
Insurance Act, passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture In March. 1936, was Inoperative, 
"The plebiscite." he said, "haa 
nothing to do with the present act.** 
COMMISSION REMAINS 
The Health Insurance Commission* 
headed by Allon Peebles, will continue 
to function until the plebiscite de¬ 
cides the matter. The commission’s 
staff was cut down from eighty to ten 
persons after March 1. 

"The government la In favor of » 
health Insurance measure." the Pre¬ 
mier’s statement aald, "but will be 
guided by the decision of the elector¬ 
ate in Its future action.** 

After the plebiscite, he explained, 
the government, if re-elected, would 
consider the whole question, and If 
the vote on health Insurance was 
favorable, would evolve means of put¬ 
ting it Into effect. 

INDIGENT8 SEPARATE 
In his statement the Premier said 
the health Insurance vote should be 
conridered entirely apart from the 
question of medical care for lndlgents. 

Those who came under health 
insurance must necessarily make con¬ 
tributions. so that the care of in¬ 
digents could not be handled by the 
scheme. 

"The matter of the care of the In¬ 
digent will be reviewed and endeavor 
made to more effectively provide for 
their care and treatment.” he said. 

"The question of health insurance to 
be submitted to the electorate should 
therefore be viewed entirely apart 
from conalderation of treatment of 
the Indigent, and solely as concerning 
those contributing to the scheme.** 
Today's announcement of a plebis¬ 
cite follows nearly three months of 
oontrovery and uncertainty over the 
government’s plan to put Into opera¬ 
tion the first state-controlled schema 
of health Insurance on the continent. 

All employees earning between $600 
and $1,800 a year would have been. 
assessed 2 per cent of their wages 
under the plan, and employers would 
have contributed 1 per cent. In ex¬ 
change the employees would recelva 
hospital and medical care. 

The scheme was announced to start 
March 1 but on February 1 the 
College t Physicians and Surgeons 
announced their refusal to accept It. 
The scheme, they said, did not pro¬ 
vide sufficient renumeration for them 
nor did it provide for Indigent®, the 
cla« needing assistance most. In 
face of solid resistance the govern¬ 
ment had to postpone operation of 
the plan.

Renewal of 1932 Trade Pact 

A S WAS EXPECTED. CANADA. 

through the new trade pact recently con¬ 
cluded with Great Britain, granted considerable 
concessions to the United Kingdom. The con¬ 
cessions affected particularly textiles, hardware, 
iron and steel products and a wide range of 
special items. In return the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment obtained from Great Britain a continuation 
of free entry for such important products as 
wheat, bacon and cattle and a guaranty for a 
preferential treaty on many other commodities. 
However, the trade pact stipulates that should 
agricultural exports from Canada increase be¬ 
cause of an expansion of production, the United 
Kingdom, in order to protect its own programme 
of domestic agricultural expansion, may impose 
new restrictions in the form of quotas or duties. 

The British have been complaining for some 
time about the trade pact of 1932. They 
pointed out that the pact was beneficial primarily 
to Canada, in that exports from Canada to 
Great Britain increased at a much faster pace 
than exports from Great Britain to the Dominion.

Although it is expected that tho concessions 
granted by Canada to Great Britain will in¬ 
crease British competition in the Dominion, this 
will not occur in the immediate future, par¬ 
ticularly as far as steel and iron products are 
concerned. At present, owing to the tremendous 
rearmament programme which is going on in 
England, British manufacturers aro fully em¬ 
ployed and the prices of steel and iron have 
risen. As regards textiles, the effect of the con¬ 
cessions made by tho Dominion to Great Britain 
will depend primarily upon whether the British 
manufacturers will change their style to ac¬ 
commodate Canadian demands. On the whole, 
however, it is expected that imports into Canada 
from Great Britain will be increased.

Prom Experiences of Foreign 
Correspondents

On the occasion of my expulsion 
from Italy I received a cable from 
Col. McCormick which I still con¬ 
sider. In a way. the most subtly 
ironic and devastating of all the per¬ 
sonal press rate collect messages I 
have ever seen. With the reader’s 
permission I will recount ^he facts 
that in July, 1938. more than 100 
members of the Italian Congress 
issued an official document contain¬ 
ing other documents, notably the con¬ 
fessions of Mussolini’s bosom friends.

Fascist Cheka agent, saying 
that numerous political murders had 
oeen committed and direct orders 
from Dues and that he himself had 
told them to “take Matteottl for a 
ride and silence him.’’ If President 
Taft or President Harding had hired 
A1 Capone to “silence” the chief po¬ 
litical “enemy." Senator Robert La 
Follette Sr., and Capone had killed

high in Europe, on the whole, but now 
and then a news item appears that suggests every¬ 
thing may not be well with them. 

Such a story was published the other day, 
and has to do with Schiller’s drama. "Don 
Carlos,” which has been staged in Berlin and 
throughout Germany. At a certain point, dur¬ 
ing each presentation of the play, tremendous, 
fervent applause stops the show. Coincidentally, 
the yells and handclaps always occur just after 
the Marquis Pcsa demands of King Philip of 
Spain: “Sire, give us freedom of thought." 

The German press is said to be highly dis¬ 
turbed over the incident, and, if Nazi leaders 
are ruffled, too, it is not to be wondered. Op¬ 
pressive measures can cork up surface opposi¬ 
tion to regimentation; but such outbursts as those 
that have been taking place in the darkness of 
theatres can be even more menacing.

•THE AGREEMENT REACHED 
1 recently between the Czechoslovakian 
government and three German parties of Bo¬ 
hemia has been attacked by Konrad Henlein, 
leader of the Sudeten German Party, the Hitler 
branch in Czechoslovakia. At a meeting in 
Aussig he outlined the general position of his 
party and announced that specific demands 
would be made in Parliament. 

His party, the little Fuehrer said, with 
500,000 organized members, representing three- 
quarters of the Sudeten population, could not 
be left out of any agreement between Prague 
and the German minority. The other German 
parties had received nothing but promises. It 
was m part of Czech policy, he maintained, to 
segregate the Germans in Czechoslovakia from 
their kinsfolk across the border. 

He asserted the right of the German minor¬ 
ity to continue its appeal to the League of 
Nations. The indispensable premise to any 
agreement between Czechs and Sudeten Ger¬ 
mans was the recognition of nationalist auto¬ 
nomy, protection of the borderline dividing the 
two nationalities and redress for the wrongs the 
Germans have suffered during the past sixteen 
years. 

President Benes of Czechoslovakia has 
already refused categorically to accede to 
Henlein’s demand for German autonomy. He 
knows full well that such an arrangement would 
soon by followed by the demand for absolute 
independence and conclusion of Anschluss 
with Germany. It has already been stated that 
these Sudeten Germans who have heard the 
•trong call of the Fatherland in 1937 never have 
belonged to Germany proper, but were part of 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire.

The annual report of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company serves usefully to renew our 
appreciation of the immensity of the company's 
operations. 

Thus the C.P.R. operates 21,150 miles of track 
with 1,995 locomotives, 2,115 passenger, dining, 
express and mall cars, 79,328 freight cars, 1,283 
conductors' vans and 6.198 work cars. 

The company has fifteen Inland steamships 
with a total tonnage of 22.826; eighteen ocean 
steamships, their tonnage 324,738; twenty-three 
coastal steamships of 60,276 gross tonnage. It 
owns and operates fifteen hoteU.

MUNDAY’S 


Provincial Council 
Reviews Topics 
At Annual Meeting 

A medley of topics received con¬ 
sideration by the Provincial Council 
of Women at Its annual meeting held 
yesterday afternoon and evening In 
the Y.W.C.A. Public health, national 
parks and youth hostels, drinking In 
films, traffic safety measures, Im¬ 
migration and women In Industry 
came within the orbit of discussion. 
HOME IMPROVEMENT 

The Home Improvement Plan spon¬ 
sored by the National Employment 
Commission was outlined by R. J 
Lecky of Vancouver. The fundamental 
idea of the plan is to put men to work 
and the plan Is a voluntary effort 
throughout Canada In the war against 
unemployment. Mr. Lecky said. 

The building and construction 
Industry is the largest employer of 
labor and had felt the depression first 
and was the last to overcome It. He 
reviewed the method of financing the 
plan and told of the organisation In 
British Columbia and the steps taken 
to advertise It. 

Over 80 per cent of each dollar paid 
out in the construction Industry goes 
either directly or Indirectly In wages. 
Mr. Lecky noted, as he appealed to the 
women to support the plan. 

Mrs. Bagley reported on a meeting 
held concerning the welfare of women 
prisoners, with s view to presenting 
recommendations to the commission 
on penal reform when it reaches this 
province. The Provincial Council 
brought the matter of women prisoners 
at Oakalla before the Provincial 
Government this morning. 

The Vancouver Council brought up 
the suggestion that the Department of 
Agriculture set up / laboratory where 
farmers could obtain cheap analysis 
of soil content, with a view to re- 
enrlchment of farming land. The 
various councils were urged to study 
the question In the Interests of pub¬ 
lic health. 

TRAFFIC SAFETY 

Mrs. D. L. McLaurin reported her 
Interview with a committee on the 
revision of ths school curricula, seek¬ 
ing some teaching of traffic safety in 
the high schools. The council repre¬ 
sentatives had met with sympathetic 
support from members of the Parent - 
Teacher body and other interested 
bodies. She suggested the formation 
of a national committee and a sub¬ 
committee In each local council to 
study the whole question of a safer 
driving campaign. 

STUDY CLUBS • 

Recommendations from the Na¬ 
tional Council concerning subjects for 
study clubs by the councils were dis¬ 
cussed. Among the topics were con¬ 
trol of venereal disease. International 
peace, public health (under which 
came control of cancer), reduction of 
maternal and Infant mortality, a 
drive to wipe out tuberculosis, wider 
distribution of medical and general 
nursing care for those unable to 
obtain such services, prosecution of 
effort for reform of housing and 
working conditions, study of nutri¬ 
tion, study of migration In relation to 
one’s own province on the basis of 
racial origin of the people and the 
capacity of each province to absorb 
immigrants. 

It was also suggested that the 
present laws concerning women 
workers In Industry and the home 
should be surveyed wltn s view to 
finding out where they failed and 
why, and what amendments were 
required to meet conditions of 
modern machinery and Industry. 

The councils were also advised to 
make a determined effort to increase 
the cultural side of Canadian life; to 
study adult education and the use of 
leisure time, and to consider the 
more widespread utilisation of the 
discovery, treatment and rehabilita¬ 
tion of crippled children for human 
and economic reasons. The study of 
ths liquor question should be added 
to the suggested programme.

A Commission is to study the all im¬ 
portant question of the mutual relation¬ 
ships of the Provinces and the Dominion 
with a view to amending the constitution 
to meet existing requirements. 

Your Provincial Government has pursued 
this matter from the day of its taking 
office, and pending adjustment of the 
larger issue, secured an annual interim 
payment of $750,000, over and above what 
had previously been paid to the Province. 
The credit of our Province has been re¬ 
established and a recent sale of bonds was 
made at the lowest rate of interest in the 
history of the Province.

In British Columbia our curative costa 
in the maintenance of public institu¬ 
tions and otherwise, have been mount¬ 
ing year by year until it now runs into 
many millions of dollars annually. 

It ia clear that preventive measures 
are necessary, both for the purpose of 
protecting the health of each in¬ 
dividual and to reduce relative costs. 

For many years the matter of health 
insurance has been before tbe people 
of Britiyb Columbia. 

In the first session of 1936, the Legisla¬ 
ture passed an act of limited character 
as a beginning, to be extended as 
practical application would indicate. 
Before effect could be given to the 
provisions of the Bill, tbe measure met 
with violent opposition. 

Sumptuary laws are difficult of enforce¬ 
ment unless preponderantly supported 
by public opinion. 

In the light of circumstances, the 
Government has thought it wise to 
test public opinion upon the question 
of health insurance before proceeding 
further, end for this reason. I* sub¬ 
mitting the question to the electors for 
an expression of opinion. 

Those who may come within tbe scope 
•f health insurance measure must 
neoeeaarily be those who make con¬ 
tribution thereto. 


The question of health insurance to be 
submitted to the electorate should 
therefore be viewed entirely apart from 
consideration of treatment of the 
indigent, and solely as concerning those 
contributing to the scheme. 

The Government is in favour of a health 
insurance measure, but will be guided 
by the decision of the electorate In its 
future action. 


Our attitude towards all matters affecting 
the public welfare can be best interpreted 
by what we have actually done. 

My colleagues join me in an expression of 
confidence for the future and good wishes 
to you all.

WAR DECISION 
KING’S RIGHT 

i. B. Clearihue Says Neu¬ 
trality Would Mean Em¬ 
pire Break 

Declarations of war or neutrality 
were prerogatives of His Majesty the 
King. J. B. Clearihue told a meeting 
of Ward Four Liberals at the Liberal 
Headquarters on Government Street, 
yesterday evening. 

The Dominion Government could 
not actP ln these matters Itself, but 
could only advise the monarch. Mr. 
Clearihue said, in discussing the ques¬ 
tion of Canada's position ln the event 
of the outbreak of a war Involving 
Great Britain. 

Pointing out that the Dominion 
would probably be engaged In an¬ 
other war whether It wanted It or 
not, Mr. Clearihue came to the con¬ 
clusion that an absolute position of 
neutrality would only be possible by 
severing the ties of Empire. In that 
case Canada would be drawn closer 
to the United States, he said.

Often the owners cover their tent 
with a layer of moas as winter draws * 
near, then put on an outer coat of 
snow blocks. This makes a good, snug 
home for the oold. dark month*. 

Baffin Island folk live largely on 
seals and walrus see. They go forth 
In "kayaks." or skin boats, to hunt 
these animals. When their nip la a 
success they have a new supply of 
meat for food, hides for clothing, 
and oil for their lamp*. 

Arms of the *ea reach into Baffin 
Island, which haa fiords very much 
like those of Norway, part of the 
land Is high, and there are places of 
beauty, but in general it le a cold and 
barren place. In the abort eummer, 
however, plants come to life on low¬ 
lands In the southern half. The long 
daya of June and July, filled with, 
sunshine almost all the while, bring 
forth wild flower*. There 1* even a 
certain kind of ootton—known as 
"Arctic cotton”—which grow* well life 
cold, boggy soil In aouthern Baffin* 
uuna. • 

Baffin Island and Baffin Bay werg, 
named In honor of William Bafflnp 
a British explorer who sailed int<f 
the water* between Greenland and 
Baffin Island more than 300 yearn 
ago. The captain of the vessel was 
named Bylot, while Baffin was the 
pilot. Baffin wrote about the things, 
he saw. and this Is the reason the 
island and bay wen named after hinq.

The ranking, an estimate because 
of official secrecy, placed the great 
nations In the following order of 
relative combat plane strength at the 
end of January. 1937: The British 
Empire, 4.000 planes; France. 3,600; 
Russia, 3,400; Italy. 3,200; Germany, 
3.600; United States, 2,200, and 
Japan, 2,000. 

The term combat planes, explains 
the annual published by the Aero¬ 
nautical Chamber of Commerce of 
America, Includes all armed planes, 
such as pursuit, bombing, armed 
scout and observation, armed patrol 
and transport, and reserves. 

Largest Increase In recent years has 
been In Germany, which advanced 
from seventh place with 600 units In 
1935 to fifth place. 

Man-power of some of the nations 
Is given as: Great Britain, 52.000 per¬ 
sonnel, with 4,500 active or qualified 
pilots; France, 50.000 personnel, with 
4,000 pilots: Italy. 43,000 personnel, 
with 3,000 pilots; Japan, 22,000 per¬ 
sonnel, with 2,300 pilots.
